THE BATTLE FOR DJIBOUTI: FRANCE SEEKS TO HOLD 

STRATEGIC MILITARY POSITION ;N AFRICA 

[Editor's note: The following article was edited 
by LNS from material originally published by Pacific 
News Service. The PNS article was w^tten by Fred 
Hal 1 i day , a British journalist spec al'zing on the 
Mid East and author of the book "Arabia Without Sul- 
tans, 11 soon to be released by Random House ] 

NEW YORK (LNS)--A potent 'a! showdown that could 
involve several African nations is shaping up in 
Djibouti, a tiny enclave north of Eth > ops a on the con- 
tinent's east coast that is to receive ‘ndependence 
from French colonial rule, 

France announced on December 31- 1 9 7 5 > that it 
would finally leave Djibouti after a century of dom- 
ination over the tiny nation of 130,000 people. The 
French decision, which followed a December 9, 1975, 
United Nations vote asking France to gve up the col- 
ony, is now await' ng approval by nat ve Djibouti peop- 
le in a national referendum. 

While a small nation, Djibouti *s a geographical- 
ly important country and the prospects tor a peaceful 
transition of power are dimmed by the West's reluctance 
to g've up the strategic spot at the mouth of the Red 
Sea France, in the trad-t'on ot other powers abandon- 
ing the • r colon«es, has left a pol.t cal system that 
aims to leave a pro-French group in power 

Looking at a map it • s easy to see the importance 
of Djibouti- Located on the narrow straights where the 
Red Sea and the Gulf of Aden jo ; n ? the former French 
Territory of the Afars and the issas overlooks the 
southern end of the waterway that leads to the heavily 
traveled Suez Canale

REPORT DOCUMENTS 22 CASES 
OF TORTURE DEATHS IN URUGUAY 

NEW YORK (LNS) — In a dramatic press confer- 
ence on February 19 s Amnesty International (AI) , 
an international human rights organization, re- 
leased the names of 22 people known to have been 
tortured to death in Uruguay during the last three 
years . In releasing the dates and circumstances 
surrounding the 22 deaths. Amnesty International 
emphasized that these included only reports that 
they could confirm] and that the real total was 
undoubtedly much higher. 

One of every fifty Uruguayans has been ar- 
rested on political charges in the last four years 
and anyone participating in other than far-right 
political activities Is subject to imprisonment 
and torture, AI reported. Currently there are 
6,000 Uruguayan political prisoners, comprising 
one political prisoner for every 450 citizens — 
the highest such ratio in the world. 

The 22 people known to have been tortured to 
death included mostly blue collar and agricultural 
workers, two doctors and a medical student, a 
priest and several students. Four of the dead 
were women , 

Most of the 22 were members or supporters of 
the National Liber aricn Movement in Uruguay — 
better known as the Tupamarcs — and various com- 
munist organizations Several others belonged to 
the Broad Front, a moderate political coalition 
favoring a return to constitutional democracy 
which was overthrown in Uruguay by a right-wing 
military coup in 1971, 

Amnesty International added that political 
repression in Uruguay has extended into the area of 
basic civil liberties. Since the formal dissolu- 
tion of the parliamentary system in July, 1973, 

" there has been a complete embargo on political 
life in the country,” stated AI. Most political 
parties have been declared illegal, trade union 
movements and strikes are torbidden, and Uruguay’s 
social welfare system--once the most progressive 
of any ncn-soc. falls t country in the world — has 
been largely dismantled , 

Many of the former headquarters of banned 
trade unions are now used as national police sta- 
tions and interrogation/ torture centers. 

More than a dozen methods of torture that 
are practiced in military prisons were described 
in detail by Amnesty International- These inclu- 
ded blindfolding prisoners for 90 days at a time, 
electroshocks of sensitive organs at 200 volts 
(just below the fatal limit of 220 volts), covering 
the head of the victim with a plastic bag, immers- 
ing the head of the victim in a tank of water some- 
times mixed with urine, pinning the victim against 
the wall with water shot from high powered fire 
hoses, simulated tiring squads, hanging the victim 
upside down by the ankles for hours at a time, and 
the use of "truth serums” and hallucinogenic drugs, 

”The use of torture has become routine in 
nearly all cases of political imprisonment (in 
Uruguay),” stated Amnesty International in its 


February 19 report. "The great majority of pri- 
soners are held absolutely incommunicado for 
months," the report continued. Even when friends 
or relatives are able to locate and visit the 
prisoners, "all conversations are tape recorded." 

Situation Similar To Chile 

"It is somewhat surprising that in spite of 
the extent and intensity of Uruguayan repression, 
which is in some ways on a level similar to Chile, 
the Uruguayan political situation has failed to 
awaken even a modest level of world attention," 
said Amnesty International. 

The organization says that one reason for 
this lack of awareness was that the consolidation 
of right-wing power in Uruguay took place gradually 
over a two year period (1971-1973) , in contrast 
to the bloody one-day military take-over in Chile. 
Beginning with the Uruguayan military’s "temporary" 
measures to suppress the Tupamaros, repression 
was extended to increasingly broader sectors 
of the society. 

A growing movement is currently underfoot 
in Uruguay to pressure Uruguayan president Juan 
Bordaberry to agree to allow democratic presiden- 
tial elections when his term of office expires 
later in 1976. This may be a critical step 
toward restoring democracy in Uruguay, says Am- 
nesty International, adding that international 
pressure on the current regime could affect this 
decision as well as the treatment of political 
prisoners .

NEW YORK (LNS) — "New Times," an alternative news- 
paper covering Arizona, has been hit with a $5.1 
million libel suit by a Tucson , Arizona narcotics agen 
who was the subject of a New Times expose in November 
1971. 

The article documented many cases of misconduct b 
Officer Peter Pershing including unlawful arrests, bea 
ings and unwarranted shootings .The story, based parti 
on five administrative reviews of Pershing’s conduct 
by the Tucson Police Department, called Pershing a 
"trigger happy junky whom the department protects be- 
cause he is a good cop by their standards." 

The Phoenix-based New Times says that they stand 
by their story and can win in court. A team of lawyer 
has agreed to defend the paper for free', but basic 
court costs may run into thousands of dollars and 
could threaten the paper’s existence. -30-

VICTIMS OF DES SUE DOCTORS AND DRUG COMPANIES 

NEW YORK (LNS) — Three young women who have 
cervical cancer because of a drug prescribed to 
their mothers during pregnancy filed a $1 billion 
class action suit and $100 in damage suits in 
the New York State Supreme Court on March 3. The 
suits were filed against five physicians and nine- 
teen pharmaceutical companies. 

Fir teen- year-old Elizabeth Tigue, and 23- 
y ear-old Cathy Court and Ronnie Boxer now have 
cancer of the cervix because their mothers were 
prescribed diethyl stillest rol (DES) during 
pregnancy, A synthetic female hormone, DES has 
been widely prescribed to pregnant women since 
the 1940's to prevent miscarriage . In the last 
several years evidence has shown the high rate 
of cervical cancer in daughters of women who took 
the drug 20-30 years earlier, 

DES has also been prescribed to an unknown 
number or women throughout the country as a 
contraceptive, or "morning after pill." 

The Food and Drug Administration has banned 
DES for use as a growth stimulator in cattle 
because of its known danger as a carcinogen. 
However: it- has not been banned for use by women. 

The plaintiffs are also seeking to force the 
drug companies who produce DES to set up a $500 
million fund to treat women who have been similarly 
affected, and to create a program to research the 
cause, prevention and cure of cervical cancer. 

The number of young women who have cervical 
cancer or pre-cancerous conditions due to DES is 
un known „

DESTITUTE FAMILY OF EIGHT TAKE 
WELFARE WORKERS HOSTAGE iN OREGON 

NEW YORK (LNS ) "A migrant family, driven to 
desperation by hunger and a sick baby who had been 
refused medical treatment, held three welfare workers 
hostage in Portland, Oregon February 6 as they de- 
manded immediate relief < 

Thomas Boronson, father of the e i ght-member 
family, along with a friend, released the hostages 
unharmed after holding them at kn>;fe point for 
three hours, The welfare office manage; agreed to 
their demands of "money or food as soon as the hos- 
tages are released" and that "the system be changed 
so that others can get help 11 

Earlier, the same office had repeatedly turned 
down the destitute family's request for welfare 
and food stamps, 

Boronson was arraigned and pleaded innocent to 
charges of assault and first degree kidnapping on 
February 17' The presiding judge refused to release 
him to the custody of a Portland minster who had 
offered recognizance, and Bo ^ on son is currently in 
jail aw a t t i ng ir iai , 

The Boronson family had been living out of a 
small 1956 school bus and, with a seasonal job short- 
age for migrant workers, had been without a source 
of income for several months They were unable to 
collect welfare or food stamps because of state 
requirements that ad receip ents have a permanent 
add ress - 

Boronson said that for weeks hi s ten -month old 
daughter had been "choked up with a coid and could 
hardly breathe " They had taken the baby to "eight 
or nine private phys cians" Boronson said, but were 
turned down each t«me because of the family's in- 
ability to pay 

Tine family had been su v ■ v mg by selling their 
blood and with some help from a person who befriend- 
ed them. "But we only had one me a « a day for two 
months, and yesterday my w-fe and son were turned 
down by the b i ood bank because their blood was low 
in iron because they haven't been eating properly," 
Boronson said after the hostages were released 

"Wnat could do?" Boronson asked "i won't 
steal or rob. So this was the on 1 y th.ng i could 
do to get my family taken care of i know that I 
will go to j a t I , but ‘ know now that my family will 
be taken ca r e of," noting the family is now re- 
ceiving assistance it was previously denied, 

A few days after the incident, a group of 
community agencies held a press conference where 
they strongly criticized the lack of welfare assis- 
tance to those who need i t 

Virginia Younger, director of a Portland church 
agency said she remembered the Boronson family 
appealing to her agency two weeks earlier for food 
and propane fuel to heat their bus " was very 
impressed w-th the family," she said "They were 
very nice i feel the man [Mr Boronson] was 
driven into a corner to do what he did " 

Charles Grossman of the Portland interagency 
Welfare C r * s 1 s Committee agreed "This man was 
really pushed," he said "Those in need should be 


helped first and investigated later," Grossman 
added, noting it often takes months before a family 
can receive assistance and that many people don’t 
show up at the welfare office until they are driven 
to a desperate state, 

Grossman added bitterly that many famines 
who should be receiving welfare a r e referred to 
voluntary community agencies and that this drains 
their resources making it impossible for the 
agencies to respond to emergency cases such as 
the Boronson family.

UFW ANNOUNCES BOYCOTT OF SUNMAfD AND SUNSWEET 

NEW YORK (lNS) -- The farmworkers’ struggle is 
never over - With the state-sponsored un^'on elec- 
tions in California ground to a halt since February, 
as a result of a successful grower effort to halt 
funding fo< the California Agricultural Labor Rela- 
tions Board (ALRB), the United Farm Workers (UFWi 
have launched a nation -wide boycott against the two 
companies most esponsibie for the halt in elections* 
the Sunmaid Ra • s i n Corporation and the Diamond- 
Sun sweet Corpor at ion 

Sunmaid controls 36 per cent of the nations 
raisin market, and Sunsweet is the nation's largest 
producer of prunes, prune juice and walnuts. The 
two companies had launched a vigorous and expensive 
lobbying campagn to convince the California State 
Senate to halt funding of the ALRB which had been 
supervising elections among California farmworkers 
since last September 

"This boycott is serious," Mack Lyons, a biack 
farm worker and a -ice-president of the UFW told 
LNS on his recent trip to New York. "it has "e turned 
to the law of the jungle in California again, and 
the only way to gee the elections started aga-n is 
to boycott the he M out of them- Under no circum- 
stances should people be buying Sunsweet or Sunmaid 
products - " 

As of February when funding for the elections 
was cut oft, the UFW had won 205 of the elections 
that had been held, representing 30,000 workers, 
whereas the Teamster s had won i 02 elections repre- 
senting less than 9,000 workers 

Only five or the 205 growers have actually 
signed contracts w*th the farmworkers however , 
and with the ALRB ceasing to function the.^e is no 
way to force the growers to the barga-n?ng table, 
in fact, the UFW reports, since February I. Team- 
sters have been invited to come back to ranches 
where the UFW had previously won e 1 ect ■ on s ,and UFW 
oroaruzers have been arrested for trespassing. 

Grower o^gan i zat ions and the international 
Brotherhood of Teamsters both have insisted on key 
restrictions in the California labor law befo-e 
they will agree to refunding the ALRB Among the 
most important restrictions is a growers' demand 
restricting union organizers’ access to ranches 
and a joint grower -Teamster demand that elections be 
delayed until three weeks after the workers petition 
for it- This three week delay would be particularly 
deadly, the UFW says, since most harvests last less 
than three weeks and most of the seasonal workers 
Una i n I y Third World) will be gone leaving only the 
permanent farmworkers (usually Anglo machine opera- 
tors) to vote. 

Sunsweet and Sunmaid grower cooperatives,, which 
are both in Fresno, California, employ about 10,000 
farmworkers each at the peak of the raisin grape 
harvest is late summer- The UFW has been particu- 
larly strong in Fresno County since 1973 when a rash 
of spontaneous strikes created a near genera! strike 
in the county
